Yet, Lady Hastings grew not vain of her conquest 
over herself. She made no parade of her bounty, but 
bestowed as if the giver was the obliged, not the 
obliging party. Through her whole course of useful- 
ness, she guarded against nothing so much as the de- 
ceitfulness of her own heart. That she might follow 
the Saviour closely and constantly, she sought the 
friendship of eminent Christians, she read the produc- 
tions of pious authors ; better than these, she drank 
daily at the fountain-head of Divine knowledge, and 
held almost uninterrupted communion with her God. 
So she grew very humble and very gentle, and became 
even more pure and compassionate. Her faith, too, 
was strengthened, and her trust was childlike in its 
freedom from anxiety and doubt. Keeping the great 
end of existence steadily before her, she seldom 
swerved perceptibly from her path, but climbed with 
true and rapid step its ever brightening ascent. For 
nearly thirty years, not a day passed that did not leave 
her more perfectly assimilated to the gospel pattern. 
As her health declined, she employed herself industri-

God in him.” gloss of commentators upon this 
passage, that he was made a sin offering, we do not 
adopt, however it may be supported by great names. 
We reject it for two reasons: There is no such 
meaning in the language employed, and to put such a 
meaning into it, destroys the antithesis that the apos- 
tle here makes. The antithesis is not complete unless 
he was made sin for us in the same sense that we are 
made righteous in him. This is not by a transfer of 
personal character, but by an exchange of legal relations. 
He was treated as if a sinner for us, that we might be 
treated as if righteous in him. He was condemned 
and suffered the death of a malefactor accursed of God 
and man; that we might live the life of one justified 
with God, and in the enjoyment of his favor. Now 
it is easy enough first by g an impossible defi- 
nition to the word punishment, and then by omitting 
the prime element in the argument, (i. ¢. the volun- 
tariness of Christ in what he suffered,) to demonstrate 
that Christ could not justly be punished in the sinner's 
stead, and then in accordance with such a conclusion, 
resolve all these passages of Scripture into mere fig- 
ures of speech, employed simply to indicate that Christ 
in some way, by his sufferings, provides a way for the 
removal of our sins.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION OF SLAVES. 
In the Southern Baptist Convention, recently held 


referred, reported in favor of memonalrang the Legis- 
latures of the respective States for the repeal of such 
laws as forbid the teaching of slaves to read 
report a discussion ensued, of which we fin! the fol- 
lowing abstract in the N. Y. Recorder 


Rev. Mr. Dargan, of South Carolina, said, that on 
that Committee he represented South Carolina; that 
those views appeared most important to them all. 
For years, his own mind had been troubled by the re- 
sponsibility taken on themselves by our State Legisla- 
tures, to prevent God's Word being read; that ut was 
a high-handed measure. He begged of brethren to 
consider the step proposed, and to remember the in- 
junction, Do unto others, &c. Place yourselves and 
vour children in the place of our blacks; see 
selves depnved of the ability to read God's Word ; 
what would be vour feelings' Besides, u is a fact 
universally known, that the law is evaded, that. many 
masters encourage their servants in learning to read , 
some of his own could read, and he rejoiced in it.

At the beginning of 1775, there were five newspa- 
pers published in Boston, and one each in Salem, 
Newburyport, Portsmouth, Newport, Providence, 
New Haven, New London, and Hartford—making 13 
in New England. Twenty years before, in 1755, 
there were only four, and all those were in Boston, 
and together they did not etreulate 2500 copies a week 
Twenty years after, namely at the date of the paper of 
which we are speaking, 1795, the number it seems had 
increased to 50, with a cirealation of 50,000 a week. 





In IS10, the number had increased to 76, viz Ian 
Hampshire, 320 in) Massachusetts (including 
Maine.) 7 in Rhode Island, 11 in Connecticut, and 14 


in Vermont; and the weekly circulation, according two 
a listin Thomas’ History of Prinung, was about 97,- 
000 

‘There was no daily paper in Boston, nor in Massa- 


chusetts, in IS10, the Daily Advertiser, the first, not 
having been established ull 1513. Of the 76 F 

published io 1520, not more than 25 now exist. Of 
the 6 then printed in Boston, viz. the Centinel, the 


Chromele, the Palladium, the Gazette, the Repertory, 
and the Patriot, all have disappeared. 

We have no means of knowing the precise number 
of newspapers now published in New England.— 
There are tu say the least, 250, of which about 80 are 
in Boston. Of the circalation, we can give bet a 
rough estimate. Ie will exceed, no doubt, 800,000— 
perhaps reach a million, weekly. "The ‘Traveller alone 
circulates about as many weekly as were cireulated by 
all the papers in New England in 1705, and the daily 
cireulation of the Boston papers is not far from 50,000 
—the whole weekly circulation of 1795. The whole 
number issued weekly by all the Buston papers, will 
exceed 600,000 

The number of persons emploved, directly, by the 
Boston newspapers, about 600, including editors, 
clerks, pressmen, carners, & Large 
numbers besides are employed indirectly. Steam is 
used in rooming the presses to the extent probably otf 
W horse- power ot less than 20 tons of paper are 
consumed weekly, to supply the Boston papers, and 

in the manufacture of this about 75 hands are employ- 
ed. besides water power 10 driving engines, equal to 
300 horse-power 

Newspapers have been amazingly increased in size 
within the last half century. We have before us a 
copy ofa Boston paper ot 1730, the whole of which 
could be compressed into one of our columns. There 
was once hard!y any such thing as newspaper adver 
tising in Boston; now newspapers are so generally 
read and referred to fur such information, that mu has 
become a necessary partof every one’s plan of busi- 
ness, to keep, through the newspapers, the knowledge 
of his wares and his where-abouts constantly before 
the public eve 

The demand of the age has given rise to more ac- 
tive industry and enterprise in the management of dai- 
The rapid communication which science 
has established between the ends of the earth—the 
power which the eleetrie telegraph has created, of in 
stantaneous Uansimssion of intelligence, without re- 
gard to space—and the consequent universal spread of a 
ire tur knowledge — have produced corresponding 
changes in the mode of conducting newspapers, through 
which medium alone the community can be apprised of 
the course of pubhe events. ‘The enterprise and prompti- 
tude which now characterise the press, is comparative- 
ly of very modern ongin. There ave few of our readers 
whose memores cannot mark the changes which afew 
years have produced. Andin the mechanieal depart- 
ment of newspaper printing, unprovements have fully 
kept pace with the swift spirit of the umes. Within 
twenty years, the speed with which newspapers are 
printed has been increased more than twenty-fold.— 
With the fastest presses which were in Boston ten 
years ago, it endl be enurely impossible for us to fur- 
nish a seasonable supply of the present issue of the 
Traveller. While we now print six thousand impres- 
sions in the course of two hours, twenty years ago our 
edition could not have passed through the press in Jess 
than twenty-four hours! 

We observe that in the number of the “Chronicle 
before us, the news from London was 75 days old. 
In this respect, what a change has a half century 
wrought. Now our weekly supply of news from all 
parts of Europe ts as constant and regular as the clock, 
and the most distant parts of our wide spread country 
are furnished with it before it is a fortnight old. The 
News Letter, the first paper published in Boston, was 
printed on a half sheet of pot paper. The smallness 
of the size rendered it impossible to keep up with the 
current of foreign news, and the custom was to lay it 
aside and print it, in course, as fast as the limits of the 
columns would allow. The publisher, finding at one 
time, that the foreign news had so accumulated upon 
hus hands that he was Garteen months behind in the pub-
